The Eon. David N. White, formerly 


editor of tho Pitteburj: Gazette, died at 
liia home at bewiokley, Pennsylvania, 
early on Monday morning, at tho ago of 
8-t years. In telegraphing tho news of 
hie dea!h from Pittsbnrg the associated 
'proes saye: 


"Deacon" White, as he was familiarly 


known, wo? born ra Wureham, Plymouth 
conuty, Mass., Aug. 22, 1803. In 1841 
be cam: to this'city and purchased tho 
Gazette. Ho was an uncompromising 
opponent of slavery, and in 1SCO pub- 
lished a call for a couuty convention to 
form a new party. Tho call hod few 


. sicrers, but when the convention mot 


every district ia the ocuuty wua lepre- 
setitcci by a duly tlejted delegate. A 
strong tiokot was nominated and 
fronj 


this sprung tho great republican partj. 
Tbe following yrar a convention was 
held at Lafayette hall in this city, and 
the national organization formed. 


The statement may be true that "Doa 


oon" White first printed and first issued 
n call for the first republican county con- 
vention in Pennsylvania, _but the state- 
ment that he was the founder of the re- 
publican party in the Duited States is 
not the fact.

As early as March, 1834, tho Detroit 


Tribune favored the thsbsntJonment of 


t the free-soil and the whig parties.

Tlio 
Michigan Central men, who were given un- 
til 7 o'clock this morning to decide whether 
they would obey orders without discrimi- 
nations, last niglit voted to continue thoir 
refusal to handle Burlington frelght_ A

road, bub It Is certain that the men havo 
no intention of continuing this inter- 
change. Tlio Port Vfayno is in tho throes 
o! a atriko and its freight business IB at a 
standstill.
